Ratisbon, Auguft 13. 

HE Elector Palatine has notified to the 

other Princes and States of the Empire, 

that on the 23d of June the Emperour 

gave him the Inveftiiure of the fifth B- 

leGtoraie, the Office of Archi-Dapifer, 
the Upper Palatinaie, and the County of Ciam, 
with ail the Lands and Rights to them belo:-ging, 
as the fame were formerly poifels’d by the Biectoral 
Palatine Houfe : And that be trufted the faid Prin- 
ces end Srates would very willingly approve that 
RKeftuution, and regulate things accordingly ; the 
fame being agreeable to the ireaty of Wettphalia: 
Adding, rhat if contrary to Expectarion it fhould 
happen that by the next Peace the Biector of Bava- 
tia fhsuld be reftor’d to bis Digairy, he will then 
refuine his Scat in the Electoral College next after 
the Ele&tcr of Brandenbourg. M. Jodoci Deputy 
of Auftria, who is fent to the Imperial Court with 
the Refolution of the three Colleges of the Empire, 
for eftablithing the EleGtorate of Hanover, is ex- 
pected back daily with his Imperial Maje1y’s Ratifi- 
cation of it. 


Oftend, Aug. 29. The French Army decemp’d 
from behind the Canal of Bruges, the .26th early in 
the Morning, and in 8 Columns march’d through 
Ghent and its Neighbourhood : After fome Marches 
and Countermarches, they fix’d at Melle becween 
Aloft and Ghent, having a Rivulet in Front, and 
the Caufey of Bruffels in their Rear. The 
betimes iu the Morning the Batteries agaift Liflc be- 
gan to fire; ar whicn Time Prince Eugene was 
in the Trenches, accompanied by King Auguftus. 


Leith, Auguft 16. Yefterday ariiv’d in our Road 
her Majefty’s Ships the Rochetter, and the Advice- 
Prize‘: che Buoy of the Nore, and brought from 
the River what Ships were bound for Newcaftle, 
this Place, Montro{:, &c. In their Paffage they met 
and attack’d near Newcaftle, Five fmall French 
Privateers, one of whom of 4 Guns they funk, bur 
favi 23 Men of her Crew,the cther 4 made their B- 
feape. hey are to Convoy to Newcaftle what 
Ships are bound to the Sound from hence ; and at 
Newcaftle there is to be a Convoy for them, and 
what other Ships are bound to the Sound. 


Falmouth, Aug. 19. The 16th fail’d to Cruile, 
the Neptune and Prince Bugene Privateers of Fluth- 
ing. 

Plymouth, Auguft 20. Yefterday fail’d 2 Dutch 
Men of War, and the Concordia Privateer, and 
under their Convoy 4 Prizes and 1 Merchant Ship 
forHolland. ToDay came in the Mary of Rochelle, 


Peter Devene Mafter, bound with Salt for New- 
foundland, a Prize taken by the Albion Galley from 
Barbadoes: Came in alfo 2 Ships bound from Lis- 
bon irom London: They parted the 18th in bad 
Weather, in the Soundings, from the Rupert, War- 
fpigor, Uriton, ahd a Duich Man of War, with a- 
bout 180 Meichani-thips &c, from Lisbon. This 
Evening came in 2 Ship of Lynn from Oporto ; 
which toe i8:h in the Evening parted from the a- 
bovefaid Lisbon Fleei, and Scilly then bore from 
them Eaft North Baft, 9 Leagues Diftance : The 
Fleet had iain by, and kept together ; buc feveral 
had loft their Yards, ard fome their Mans. ; 

Dartmouth, Augutt 20. Ou Wedarfday laft pur 
into Torbay the Squad:on commanded by my Lord 
Durfely, and this Day they faild to the Wettward 
to cruize. They ae 6 Sail, and parted from Sir 
George Byng on the Coaft . f France. 

Port/mouth, Aug. 22. This Day came in a Shi 
from Lisbon in 23 Days, which on the 18h Eaftane 
left 20 Leagues to the Wettward of Uthant hee 
Majefty’s Ships the Warfpight Capiain Hicks Com- 
madore, the Rupert Capiain Fog, the Triton Capr, 
Taylor, and a Dutch Man of War of 70 Guns, 
with a Fleer of Englifh and Ducch Merchant-Ships 
under their Convoy, the Wea:ber being then bad.
